A’ ‘motion 
to ‘take up the bill: is debatable, and 
when that motion is ‘made a lively de- 
bate which may asstme thé proportions 
of a filibuster is likely to follow, ac- 
cording to’ the views of many Senators. 

When the Senate convened at 11 A. M. 
the Norris motion to take up his resolu- 
tion to amend ‘the Constitution so as to 
bring new Congresses and’ Presidents 
into’ office ‘in January instead of March 
was the business before the Senate.

He Supports House.Bill Seeking 
Limitation ‘of the Sources", 
of Supply.

THE RUHR AND DYES. 

~ With the isolation of the Ruhr 
basin, with transportation demoralized 
throughout the Rhine territory, which 
is the centre of the dye and chemical 
industry in Germany, and with the 
disturbance of labor conditions, there 
must be a temporary crippling of that 
industry. If its condition in our own 
land were_as it was in 1916, America 
would also suffer, for there was then 
not even the nucleus of an industry 
jin this country prepared to make dyes 
and chemicals. Now, according to Dr. 
Cuartes H. Herty, President of the 
Synthetic Organic Chemical, Manufac- 
turers’ Association of the United 
States, the American consumer would 
scargely feel the effect of the complete 
stoppage of siesta ok i: of German 
colors. 

This remarkable scientific and in- 
dustrial growth -has been dchieved, 
while the industry itself has been fac- 
ing an uncertain future. But while 
the selective embargo has been lifted, 
national legislation has surrounded the 
manufacturer with a reasonable assur- 
ance of protection for his ‘ key” 
business. Secretary Hoover has made 
@rrangements for such prompt and 
frequent publication of statistics as 
further to assist in the stabilization of 
industry in general. From this pro- 
vision this special industry will bene- 
fit in being freed from violent fluc-. 
tuations. This is ‘the confident ex- 
pectation of those who have ventured 
into these new fields, not from purely 
commercial motives, but with the de- 
sire to be of service through the ap- 
plication of science to human needs 
and national safety. 

It seems the irony of fate that the 
Germans, ‘who were in the way of 
conquering the earth with their we 
industry, should by their overreach! 
ing have fallen into their own vats. 
No American will rejoice over, this 
misfortune, but we may take satis- 
factioa in knowing that in this vital 
industry we are now practically self- 
sufficient. This should make us even 
more scrupulously careful to see that 
in the matter of German chemical 
patents and formulae seized during the 
war the fullest justice is done. 








JUDICIAL ETHICS. 

About a year ago The Annals of 
the American Academy of Political 
and Sdcial Science gave, up a 
whole number to the ethics of busi- 
ness and the professions. Archi- 
tects,, engineers, journalists, doc- 
tors, dentists, nurses, pharmacists, 
advertising clubs, accountants, libra- 
rians, mitlisters, lawyers, Judges—for 
all these and for more than these codes 
of ethics that have been or should be 
adopted were printed or suggested. 
Well, we must all, venerate ethics, 
whether or not we pine for class- 
codes of it. The editor of The Annals 
assures us that ‘‘ codes of ethics are 
*“important. agencies for social con- 
*“trol’’; and that they are “the 
“means by which groups keep their 
“members socially victorious over 
“ self-aggrandizement.’’ 

In 1908 the American Bar Associa- 


"| tion adopted the Canons of Legal. 


Ethics; a moral guidebook for practic- 
ing lawyers. In January, 1922, a 
committee of the association, .consist- 
ing of Chief Justice Tarr, Chief Jus- 
tice ‘CorNisH of Maine, Chief Justice 
von ~MoscuzisKeR of Pennsylvania, 
Georce SUTHERLAND, since appointed 
an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court, and Mr. CHARLES A) Boston 
of the New York bar, was appointed 
to draw up canons of judicial ethics. 
These, to the number of*thirty-four, 
have now been drafted and are sub- 
mitted, as were the’Canons of Legal 
Ethi¢s, to the criticism and amending 
suggestions of members. of the associa- 
tion. ,. To the layman it seems as if the 
canons were a mixture of common- 
places and of the Characteristics of. 
the Perfect Judge.

He is a bot- 
anist, and as such he made a report 
on the flora»ofthe State of Vermont. 
He entered .the entomological realm 
and wrote a report. on the injurious 
insects of hiss State. He then spent 
years in stadying the rocky founda- 
tions .of his .Green Mountain State 
and made a report’ on, its Jyarble, slate 
and. granite industries, as well-as a 
series of réports’ as State Geologist 
extending over twenty years.

The, Sundial Use of Qbelisks. 
To the Editor of The New York Times:  . 

The interesting letter:-in.. yesterday's 
Times from Miss Irene W. Clark indicates 
knowledge of astronomy; but not practical 
experience of the very much~ simpler faily 
course of obelisk sun-shadows, which }ordj- 
nary minds can observe and follow as eas- 
Yy as ‘they see the hour hands of clocks 
move up to and down from noon. Indeed, 
the ‘hands of clocks¢and watches were de- 
rived from obelisk shadows. 

My. first. suggestion was to twist the 
obelisk on its base to .square-with the 
north, sduth, east and west. But on €x-. 
amining the beautiful model of its erec- 
tion in the Art Museum with Park Com- 
missioner Gallatin, I found the obelisk was 
bolted down from its corher * crabs,’’ so 
that its 224 tons’ weight could ‘not. be 
moved without great expense. Consequent- 
ly, as >the . north-line’ ground where the 
shadow now falls at noon is admirably 
adapted: to display the practical educational 

antages of obelisks to New York people, 
I then advised that the noon-line should 
be laid in. cement, with the shadow’s tip 
points on the, longest, shortest and twelve- 
hour day lengths marked theredn; also the 
true east and west points, across which 
the sun rises and sets on both March 21 
and Sept. 23.

‘B’ MANDATE TREATIES 
SIGNED WITH F RANCE 


Provide for the Equal Rights of 
Americans in Two Former Ger- 
man Colonies in Africa. 





+ Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13. — Treaties 
were today signed ‘at Paris by Ambas- 
sador., Herrick, for the -Governmént. of 
the United States, and Premier Poincaré 
for the French Government, covering the 
protection of American rights and inter- 
ests in the former German colonies of 
Togoland and the Cameroons in Africa 
which have been @laced under French 
mandate. These are the first of the s0- 
called *‘B’’ mandate treaties between 
the United States and any of the allied 
powers dealing with. American rights/ 
in.former enemy territ@ries. Other  B”’ 
mandate treaties are yet.to be signed 
with Great Britain and Belgium. 

Al these treaties must go to the Sen- 
ate for ratification, just as the treaty 
between the United States and Japan 


covering American rights in Pacific is- 
lands placed under Japanese mandate 
was sent to the Senate after the arms 
conference for its approval. ~- 

The text of the treaties signed today 
by Ambassador Herrick and Premier 
Poincaré was not. made public,. out of 
courtesy to the Senate, but it is under- 
stood ‘that the general purport of the 
treaties is. the same as that insisted 
upon by the American Government in 
its negotiations for treaties respecting 
the so-called ‘‘ A’’ mandates of: Pales- 
tine and Mesopotamia. It is. learned that 
in the treaties witheFrance this Govern- 
ment lays down the principle of the open 
door_ or ual opportunity for its. na- 
tionals in the ton itories ceded to France 
as mahdato under the terms of the 
aty and the allocations 
afterward made under the auspices :of 
the covenant of the: League of Nations, 

The ‘‘ B’’- mandates, two of which are 
diapnead of so far as the United States 
is concerned by the treaties signed to- 
day consist of:#The Cameroons, which 
belonged formerly . to “Germany, and 
which, under .the terms of the allied 
agreements, are mandated partly to 
France and partly to Great Britain; 
Togoland, formerly belonging to Ger- 
many, mandated partly to Great Britain 
and partly to France; Tanganyika, for- 
merly ‘part of German East rica,. and 
mandated to Great Britain, Ruanda and 
Urundi, formerly part of German Has 
Africa, and’ mandated to Belgium. These 
territories are all in Africa. 

Under the terms. of the mandatory 
agreement between the allied and asso~ 
ciated powers France is responsible for 
the peace, order and good government of 
the territories, ‘and unde eg to ‘pro- 
mote to the utmost: the material and 
moral wellbeing and the social. progress 
of . its inhab The ‘mandato 
power has full powers of legislation and 
administration.

Art May Be Greatest Discovery. 
Probably in the end the claim of the 
new. tomb to be; the greatest discavery 
ever made in Egypt will rest mainly 
on the great quantity of objects found, 
and ‘their amazingly high artistic ‘Spal.

It would be far more interesting to 
trace, month by month, the influence of 
September’s Tariff law on our import

But 
this information is stili denied to us. 
Whatever else the. Fordney Tariff, act 
did, for good or ill, it managed to botch 
the statistics of our import trade as 
nothing in our fiscal history ha@ ever 
done. The department statisticians are 
still wrestling with the October and No- 
vember figures—unquestionably because 
of the blind and stupid attémpt to 
change the whole syste@ of valuing im- 
portations. Our total imports of Au- 
gust, before the days of Fordney sched- 
ules, were announced by the Commerce 
Department about two weeks after the 
end of that month; figures of our im- 
ports in full for September and October 
were not published until eleven weeks 
after Oct. 31. August’s importations, 
classified by countries, were footed up 
and published six weeks after the end of 
that month.” Fifteen weeks after Qct. 31 
and nineteen after@Sept. 30, business 
men are still waiting for information 
as to what really ‘happened. to our im- 
port trade in those now fairly distant
